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The 1985 GRAHAM, volume 39, was published by the 
yearbook staff of Graham High School, Bluefield, Virginia 
24605. The book was printed by Taylor Publishing Com- 
pany, Dallas, Texas. Richard Elliott was the company 
representative. 

The 530 copies of the 9 x 12, 184 page book were printed 
on 80 pound gloss enamel paper with a base ink of black 
and some reversed and overburned print. Eight pages of 
full color and eight of sport color, 100% brilliant red #30, 
were used. Graphics were 20, 40, and 100% black. The 
book was smythe sewn and the type was Century 
Schoolbook with Coronet Bold in one senior section. 10 
point type was used for both captions and body copy. A 
standard eight page autograph section was included. 
Senior and year book staff members’ names printed in red 
foil completed the specifications. The custom designed 
endsheets were done in brilliant red #30 with reversed 
print. The cover was custom designed and had a base color 
of Silver 089 with red and gold foil applied. 

All portraits, club pictures, and football pictures were 
taken by Olan Mills Studio, Bristol, Tennessee. All other 
photographs were taken by Laura Malone and Jan Hill, 
editors, and Mr. Tom Helton and Mrs. Deborah Hart, 
advisors. 

The total cost of producing the 1985 GRAHAM was in 
excess of $14,700. Individual copies cost $29.75 to produce 
but were sold for $18.00 due to local advertising.
